men out until the dispute has been investigated and 
passed upon by an arbitrati on board selected partly by 
thl opposing sides and partly by the minister of labor. 
After ithe investigation and award have been made, 
either party is at liberty to act, the employes to strike 
or the employers to declare a, lockout.
